"Such reduction can be made," the 
report stated, "without curtailing any 
necessary services of the Township 
government or impairing their eifi-

After deducting items for commis- 
sion, attorneys' fees, etc., there re- 
mains only $3,020.83 for distribution 
to the 292 certificate holders.

Noted Economists Give Views on Depression 
and Way Out in Books at Narberth Library 



It is generally recognized by intel- 
ligent students that whatever may 
have been the immediate cause of the 
depression, the underlying cause was 
the inability of the world at large to 
cope with the social condition in 
which it found itself at the time of 
the armistice, while those few econom- 
ic experts who were able to foresee 
the disaster were powerless to make 
themselves heard in the midst of so 
much passion. There is still oppor- 
tunity at least to listen to what ad- 
vice economic experts are continuing 
to give and to preserve as open a mind 
toward their suggestions as one would 
toward a noted physician in the hour 
of physical danger. 



For this purpose the Library has 
several books which it recommends; 
the thoughts, explanations, policies 
and advice of men naturally talented 
in the line of economics and well 
trained to discuss them. 

There is first, "Recovery and the 
Second Effort," by Sir Arthur Sal- 
ter, an economist who attempts to 
solve the problems of this period as 
they unfold themselves. He it was 
■who spoke so forcefully at the con- 
ference of university leaders spon- 
sored by the New York University a 
month ago, arguing that it would be 
possible for bankers to unite to se-

To start our seeds at the right time, 
not too early and not too late.

To keep our boxwood, rhododen- 
drons and other valuable shrubs free 
of wet snow that might break, or 
bend, their branches. 

To spray, during late winter — Jan- 
uary to March — such trees and shrubs 
as are liable to be damaged by scale 
insects.
